VACATION  IN  THE 
NATIONAL  FORESTS 


Motors  and  good  roads  have  combined  to  effect 
a  radical  change  in  the  outdoor  recreation  habits 
of  the  American  people.  Vacation  time  is  now  a 
period  of  free  movement,  nomadic  enjoyment  of  widely 
separated  scenes,  and  of  simple  living  in  the  open.  Rich 
in  scenic  beauty  and  natural  charm  and  offering  the  primi¬ 
tive  attractions  of  the  wilderness,  the  National  Forests 
afford  an  incomparable  field  f  or  the  indulgence  of  this  whole¬ 
some  tendency  toward  rational  play  and  physical  improve¬ 
ment.  Within  their  limits  travelers  by  motor,  by  wagon, 
on  horseback  or  on  foot,  campers,  hunters  and  fishermen, 
amateur  photographers,  hikers,  berry  pickers,  naturalists, 
and  everybody  else  who  wishes  to  come,  have  equal  op¬ 
portunity.  Care  with  fire  and  cleanliness  in  camp  are  the 
only  requirements  imposed  upon  their  sojourn. 

The  wide  distribution  and  extent  of  the  National  For¬ 
ests  and  their  proximity  to  thousands  of  communities  make 
them  natural  centers  of  summer  recreation,  particularly 
for  the  masses  of  people  whose  vacation  must  be  inexpen¬ 
sive.  The  Forest  Service,  therefore,  looks  upon  the  recre¬ 
ational  possibilities  of  the  Forests  as  resources  ranking  in 
economic  importance  with  the  timber,  forage,  watershed, 
and  water-power  values,  and  as  rapidly  as  time  and  avail¬ 
able  funds  will  permit  is  pressing  forward  in  their  develop¬ 
ment  and  preparation  for  public  use.

For  the  erection  of  summer  homes,  hotels,  resorts,  and 
other  structures  for  recreational  purxjoses,  individuals,  asso¬ 
ciations,  or  commercial  companies  may  secure  special-use 
permits.  These  are  usually  granted  for  an  indefinite 
period,  but  where  the  proposed  developme.nt  involves  a  con¬ 
siderable  investment  by  the  permittee  the  permit  may  be 
granted  for  a  term  of  not  more  than  30  years.  In  most 
cases  it  has  been  found  that  the  indefinite  period  permit 
is  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  permittee.  Not  more  than 
5  acres  may  be  allowed  to  any  single  person  or  association. 

In  order  that  as  many  people  as  practicable  may  be 
accommodated  tracts  for  summer-home-site  purposes,  ex¬ 
cept  in  unusual  instances,  are  limited  to  1  acre  or  less  in 
area,  and  term  permits  run  for  periods  of  from  5  to  15 
years,  with  privilege  of  renewal.  Undue  crowding  between 
permittees  is  avoided,  and  provision  is  made  for  tliose  who 
seek  isolation  and  privacy.  The  annual  rental  charge  for 
lands  occupied  for  summer  homes  varies  from  $5  to  $25, 
depending  upon  the  location.  Where  permits  are  issued 
for  as  low  a  rate  as  $5  per  year,  the  privilege  is  given  for 
an  indefinite  period. 

A  personal  examination  of  the  land  to  be  occupied  should 
be  made  before  an  application  is  filed.  The  application 
must  bo  in  writing  and  must  specify  the  location  of  the 
area  desired  and  the  use  to  be  made  of  it — that  is,  whether 
for  private  summer  home,  hotel,  or  resort— and  the  esti¬ 
mated  cost  of  the  intended  improvements.  Tliis  appli¬ 
cation  should  be  filed  with  the  nearest  forest  officer. 

With  the  avowed  purpose  of  achieving  in  recreational 
use  and  development,  as  in  its  other  major  activities,  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  the  Forest  Service 
carefully  restricts  the  rental  of  private  summer-home  sites 
in  the  National  Forests  of  the  East  and  South  (District 
7).  Preliminary  investigations  on  all  the  Forests  of  this 
section  disclosed  the  fact  that  it  will  be  of  greater  benefit 
to  tourists  and  campers  to  have  well  established  and  well 
managed  public  camping  grounds,  resorts,  and  hotels  for 
their  accommodation  than  to  allow  tlie  clioice  locations 
to  be  occupied  by  private  camps  whicli  would  Ini  of  benefit 
to  a  few  only. 


No  summer -home  permits  are  granted  in  the  White 
Mountain  Forest  in  New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  the  Wich¬ 
ita  in  Oklahoma,  and  the  Pisgah  in  North  Ceirolina,  all 
sites  adaptable  to  recreational  development  being  held  open 
for  public  or  semipublic  use.  On  the  other  Forests  of  the 
Eastern  District  such  applications  are  granted  only  upon 
a  clear  showing  that  the  land  involved  will  serve  its  highest 
recreational  use  as  a  private  camp  or  summer  home  site. 
These  comparatively  small  National  Forests  are  so  located 
throughout  the  entire  length  of  the  Appalachian  mountain 
system  that  they  constitute  the  natural  mountain  vacation 
land  for  the  massed  populations  of  the  East  and  South. 
Under  such  conditions  and  with  recreational  use  growing 
rapidly,  development  plans  must  continue  to  greatly  favor 
public  and  semipublic  projects  as  against  the  private  sum¬ 
mer  home.  In  the  great  Forests  of  the  West,  however, 
opportunities  stUl  abound  for  summer-home  developments 
without  interference  to  or  from  the  transient  public  use. 

Detailed  information  respecting  any  particular  locality 
or  Forest  may  be  secured  by  addressing  the  forest  super¬ 
visors  or  the  district  foresters.
